project for the new town of Newell.: 


Plans for the construction of a mam­ 


moth pottery near East Liverpool, O., 
have about reached completion, and 
within the next week it is expected 
work will begin. 
The project was con­ 


ceived some months ago, and work bas 


been carried on quietly, hilt not until 


last evening were the* promoters of 


the sceme In a position to announce 


their plans. 
It is said that the com­ 


pletion of the plant will involve an out­ 


lay of upwards of $500,000, In addition 


to the erection of a steel suspension 


bridge across the Ohio river, just south 
of East Liverpool. 
J. R. Newell, of East Liverpool, is 
here for the purpose of conferring with 
several Pittsburg capitalists who are 
interested in the new enterprise, and 
at the conclusion of the meeting, which 
will likely be held tomorrow morning, 
definite arrangements will he made for 
the beginning of the work. Mr. Newell 
says that all preliminary steps have 
been taken. 
The new plant will occupy a site of 
427 acres located on the West Virginia 
side of the river between East Liver­ 
pool and Wellsville, 
It Is the intention of the firm to build 
several large buildings, Including an 
office building, where the headquarters 
of the organization will he stationed. 
The most of the property purchased 
will he used as clay fields for the se­ 
curing of material necessary 
in 
the 
manufacturing of pottery. 
It is also 
expected that 2,000 men will he em­ 
ployed at the new plant. 
The plans for the new bridge will be 
made by E. K. Morse & Co., of this 
city. 
It is expected that the plans will 
be in shape within a few weeks, when 
bids will he asked for the construction 
of the bridge. 
This will connect East 
Liverpool with the new town of New­ 
ell. 
The bridge will he erected at a 
cost of not less than $200,000. it being 
the intention of the company to con­ 
struct a substantial steel span, design­ 
ed after the most modern of bridge 
structures. 
Mr. Newell, In speaking of the pros­ 
pects of the new company, last even 
ing, said: 
“ The demand for pottery at 
present is the greatest known in the 
history of the Industry. 
Wo are aux 
ions to get the plant in operation as 
soon as possible. 
Just how soon we 
will have the works ready is a matter 
of doubt at present, as there are sev­ 
eral matters yet to be settled.” 
It is said that A. M. Moreland, presi 
dent of th*' Moreland Trust Co., of this 
city. and formerly secretary of the Car 
negie Steel company, Is Interested In 
the project. Mr. Moreland recently pm- 
chased the control of several large pot 
tery plants, including the Chelsea at 
New Cumberland, and the Union com 
patty at East Liverpool. 
The new c on 
cern may eventually be taken undet 
the same control. 
Several other Pitts 
burg capitalists are supporting

their plans. 
It Ih said that tile com­ 


pletion of tile plant will involve ail out­ 


lay of upwards of $500,000, in addition 


to the erection of a steel suspension 


bridge across the Ohio river, Just south 
of East Liverpool. 
J. It. Newell, of East Liverpool, is 
here for the purpose of conferring w it ii 
several Pittsburg capitalists who are 
interested in the new enterprise, and 
at the conclusion of the meeting, which 
will likely be held tomorrow morning, 
definite arrangements will he made for 
the beginning of the work. Mr. Newell 
says that all preliminary steps have 
been taken. 
The new plant will occupy a site of 
427 acres located on tin* West Virginia 
side of the river between East Liver­ 
pool and Wellsville. 
It is the intention of the firm to build 
several large buildings, including an 
office building, where the headquarters 
of the organization will be stationed. 
The most of the property purchased 
will he used as clay fields for the se­ 
curing of material necessary 
in 
the 
manufacturing of pottery. 
It is also 
expected that 2,000 men will he em­ 
ployed at the new plant. 
The plant* for the new bridge will he 
made by E. K. Morse & Co., of this 
city. 
It is expected that the plans will 
be In shape within a few weeks, when 
bids will he asked for the construction 
of the bridge. 
This will connect East 
Liverpool with the new town of New 
ell. 
The bridge will he erected at a 
cost of not less than $200,000, it being 
the intention of the company to con­ 
struct a substantial steel span. design 
cd after the most modern of bridge 
structures. 
Mr. Newell, in speaking of the pros­ 
pects of the new company, last even­ 
ing, said: 
“ The demand for pottery at 
present is the greatest known in the 
history of the industry. 
W e are aux 
ions to get the plant in operation as 
soon as possible. 
Just how soon w< 
will have the works ready is a matter 
of doubt at present, as there are sev­ 
eral matters yet to he settled.” 
It is said that A. M. Moreland, prest 
dent of the Moreland Trust Co., of this 
city. and formerly secretary of tim Car­ 
negie Steel company, is interested in 
the project.

S e c r e t a r y L am e F o r b i d * a R e p e t i t i o n

Tile United States battleship M assa­ 
chusetts, Captain ll. N. Mammy com­ 
manding, left the navy yard at 11:50 a. 
rn. the other day on lier way through 
Hell (late to tile smooth waters of 
Long Island sound beyond, where she 
w as to test lier compasses, 6ays the 
New York Times. 
An bour later the 
big ship passed the most dangerous 
point in the channel and. according to 
soul** of the onlookers, narrowly avert­ 
ed an accident. 
She rau too close, it 
wns said, to Blackwell's island, pass­ 
ing within about 75 feet of a dangerous 
ledge of rocks at that point. 
In her 
attem pts to avoid these obstructions 
she forced herself too close to tile 
shore and was compelled to back w a­ 
ter with her starboard screw* in order 
to prevent touching the rocky bed. 
Tile battleship was preceded through 
the gate by the New Hampshire.

The New H am p­ 
shire replied, but the M assachusetts 
did not notice the courtesies until she 
Dad passed the danger point, when she 
replied to a few of the greetings.

The difficulty of appreciating the d if­ 
ference in lime that prevails between 
different countries is very general, aud 
the following list is printed for th** pur­ 
pose of a ready reference guide by 
which to calculate the time of any oc­ 
currence in another country. 
All n a­ 
tions except Spain, Portugal and R us­ 
sia calculate their time from the meri­ 
dian of Greenwich, accepting as stand­ 
ard some even hour meridian east or 
west of Greenwich. 
For instance: 
Western European time, or that of 
the meridian of Greenwich, is legal in 
England, Belgium, Holland and L ux­ 
emburg. 
Central European time, or one hour 
east of Greenwich, is legal in Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, Bosnia and Herzego­ 
vina, the Kongo Free State, Denmark, 
Italy, Servia, Sweden, Norway and 
Switzerland. 
Eastern European time, or two hours 
east of Greenwich, is adopted by Bul­ 
garia, Roumania, Natal and Turkey in 
Europe. 
Eight hours east of Greenwich ap­ 
plies to the Philippines. 
Nine hours east of Greenwich is 
adopted by central Australia and J a ­ 
pan. 
Ten hours east of Greenwich is offi­ 
cial in Victoria, Queensland aud T as­ 
mania. 
Eleven and a half hours east has 
been adopted by New Zealand. 
The United States, Canada and Mexi­ 
co have adopted the fifth, sixth, sev­ 
enth and eighth hours west of Green­ 
w ich..

First, with regard to administering 
the drug during sleep, doctors have 
made very exhaustive experiments, for 
it would be of great advantage to a pa­ 
tient on whom an operation has to be 
performed to chloroform bint u h Ie 
asleep and save him the horror wha ti 
so many people have of the inhalation, 
and tbey sum up the results, show intl 
that very rarely can chloroform be a d ­ 
ministered to a sleeping person without 
awakening him. 
Grown people are, 
with the rarest exception, awakened by 
the Irritating fumes. 
If a man were 
tired and if his nose were naturally ir. 
sensitive to unpleasant, odors, and es­ 
pecially if he were under the influence 
of drink, it might Im* jsisslble to make 
him unconscious while asleep. 
But not 
even every doctor could do It 
The oje 
eration would require the highest skill, 
aud the most skillful adm inistrator 
would Buncoed only once In a hundred 
times. 
If we take the case of spilling the 
chloroform in a room and thus Impreg­ 
nating all the air of the room, th** thing 
Is out of the question.

Our Sob a S m a ll One. 
T!ie sun is about 92/100,000 miles off. 
The only way of measuring the dis­ 
tance of a fixed star is by parallax, and 
scarcely more than half a dozen can !>e 
estimated that way. 
Suppose the sun 
is h ere. in space, on Jan. I. On July I 
he will b?* IS4. BOU .OOO miles over there. 
This is the base of measurement. 
The 
observer who wants to estim ate the 
distance of. say. the star A Centauri 
notes its position with regard to the 
next star. 
la six months he notes 
again, and if th e y are separated by a 
different distance a so called parallax 
is established, and some calculation 
can be made of the distance of t lie 
nearest one. 
In Hie most favorable 
cast's this parallax is extremely slight. 
What is the sun made of? The lines 
of the spectrum give an idea of his 
chemical properties, but beyond that 
all is hypothesis. 
His substance, as a 
whole, is of much lighter material than 
the earth, but yet there may be a hard 
aud heavy fiery pudding inside, for 
there Is a light and thick outer coating, 
named the photosphere. 
Outside this, 
refining aw ay to an unknown distance, 
is the chromosphere, of hot air. so to 
speak. The spots are rifts through the 
photosphere, coining aud going, and 
some are so large that our whole earth 
could tie shot right through, with a 
thousand miles to spare all around. 
When a total eclipse covers tile sun. 
flames to the height of thousands of 
miles are seen out of the photosphere. 
I lie sun is a hundred times larger than 
tin* ear til, an easy tiling to say. and yet 
our sun is believed to be a rather small 
one. 
For instance, Sirius is ut least 
nine times es big.—Imperial.

I expect 
to sec the day when Chinese traders 
will drive out of the oriental markets 
all the nations now assuming exclusive 
rights there. With these retaken who 
can tell where tile ambitions of the 
awakened empire will stop? China has 
simply been rudely aroused from ceti- 
turies of slumber. When her eyes are 
wide open to lier own potentialities, tDe 
powers mny rue the day they sounded 
tho alarm.”

Tile plan contemplates a canal from a 
projected Odor-Dauube waterway e a s t ­ 
ward to tim Dneister river, which flows 
into the Black sea, another westward 
to the Elbe aud still another t<> Jo ti 
the Danube and Moidau rivers.

It is said that the com 
pletion of the plant will involve an out 
lay of upwards of $500,000, In addition 
to the erection of a st<'e| suspension 
bridge across the Ohio river, Just south 
of East Liverpool. 
J. R, Newell, of East Liverpool, Is 
here for tin* purpose of conferring with 
several Pittsburg capitalists who are 
Interested In the new enterprise*, and 
ut the conclusion of the meeting, which 
will likely be held tomorrow morning, 
definite arrangements will be made for 
the beginning of the work. Mr. Newell 
says that all preliminary steps have 
been taken. 
The new plant will occupy a sit*- of 
427 acres located on th© West Virginia 
side of the river between East Liver­ 
pool and Wellsville. 
It Is the Intention of the Arm to build 
several large buildings, Including un 
office building, where the headquarters 
of the organisation will be stationed. 
The most of the property purchased 
will be used as clay fields for the se­ 
curing of material necessary

manufacturing of pottery. 
It is also 
expected that 2,000 men will be em­ 
ployed at the new plant.

M ayor Jones, of Toledo, as well as 
any reference w hatever to the silver 
question.

It is the belief of the New York pub­ 
lic th at trials of m urderers iu New 
York state occupy much more tim e 
than in other states of tile Union or in 
other countries. The Judiciary and the 
legal fraternity of New York city, how ­ 
ever, do not appear to be unanim ous 
I on this point, says the New York 
World. 
Jam es W. Osborne, the assistant d is­ 
trict attorney, who tried so hard to 
convict Dr. Kennedy, said the other 
day: 
“ I do not think It is true th at m urder 
trials In this state take up more tim e 
than In other states. 
It all depends 
upon the am ount of testimony. 
I have 
known m urder trials in this city to be 
finished In one day. 
Many require but 
two or three. 
B ut the public scarcely 
hears of these trials, for they are not 
sensational—ju s t plain m urders—and 
the newspapers do not give space to 
them. 
For instance, an italian shoe­ 
m aker stabs an Italian fruit vender to 
death. 
The m urderer has no 
rich 
friends who can contribute money for 
appeals and stays, and consequently he 
is quickly disposed of, and very few 
ever notice it. 
“Justices of fids state and others, too. 
are rather prone to grant concessions 
to a man accused of murder, and th at 
is why m urderers so often get stays 
and new trials. 
There is an undenia­ 
ble sentim ent in this state against ca p ­ 
ital punishm ent even among the ju s ­ 
tices. 
W hen undecided as to w hether 
to grant a new trial, a justice alm ost 
invariably sw ings around ami decides 
to ‘give the poor devil the benefit of 
any chance,’ and this Is the reason th at 
even when a m urderer is convicted it is 
hard, if he has money to take bis case 
to the higher courts, to send bim to the 
chair. 
“This is w h at m akes it seem to the 
public, in th e cases of notorious m ur­ 
derers, as lf the trials dragged on for­ 
ever. 
It Is not the trials that drag u n ­ 
necessarily, but the many legal pro­ 
ceedings to prolong bis days on earth. 
“ I believe w e could secure m any 
more convictions In murder cases if 
imprisonment for life Instead of th e 
death penalty w ere the punishm ent. 
Jurors are tim orous about inflicting th e 
death penalty because of the general 
sentim ent against capital punishment, 
but if Imprisonment for life were th e 
penalty for th e crime they would liavo 
no hesitancy In bringing In a verdict 
in the first degree. 
“There arc In New York county only 
45,000 men upon whom we can call for 
Jury duty, w hereas In proportion to the 
population there ought to be 450,000. 
Many classes are completely exem pt 
from service, 
unwelcome, for the same men are call­ 
ed repeatedly, and they will perjure 
| themselves rath er than lose their tim e 
from business. Therefore It takes much 
longer than It should to fill the Jury I 
box in a m urder triul. 
The feur these 
men have th at they may be called up- I 
on to send a murderer to the chair In­ 
duces them to evade serving in every 
w ay iMjssible. 
“ But, afte r all, th e whole question 
simmers down to one of testimony. 
In 
the Molineux case there were DO w it­ 
nesses to examine. 
In the BoMCbleter j 
case there w ere not more than a dozen, 
and only half a dozen Important ones, J 
so th a t It was easy to rush the trial 
through. 
It Is hardly fair to com pare ; 
such a case w ith the Molineux and 
Kennedy cases, Iii which whole b at­ 
talions of w itnesses bad to be ex am ­ 
ined. 
“The rapidity of the trial of H o lm es, 
the man w ho confessed to 27 m urders 
afterw ard, was due Irf tho few w itness­ 
es to be examined. 
The case against 
him was so overwhelm ing that there 
was nothing to cause the trial to be 
spun o u t 
Take the Eastm an case In 
M assachusetts, t lie Borden trial in the j 
same state and the trial of Mrs. George 
for murdering George D. Saxton, Mrs. 
McKinley’s brother, and you will see 
that no better tim e was made than In 
famous cases In New* York state. 
“ In the Kennedy trials there was an 
Immense am ount of testimony to be g<Mt 
before the jury, and a Urge m usher of 
witnesses bad to be examined. 
I don’t 
think New Jersey or Ohio or Pennsyl­ 
vania could have m ade any better tim e ; 
than we did.” 
Justice Cowing, In part one, general 
sessions, said: 
“ I do think, however, that too much 
time by far is spent by lawyers In the 
examination of witnesses at m urder 
trials. 
I think the tim e required for 
this could he cut down three fourths. 
J hope there may be some legislative I 
remedy for this in the future. 
But I 
don’t think New York state is glower 1 
with Its m urder trials than the rest of 
the world. For instance, the Tichborne i 
trial in England was considerably lon­ 
ger than any case th at I can recall 
here.” 
Recorder Goff said: “Are trials of 
murderers longer In this state than 
elsewhere? I did not know It. l f It is 
so, I do not know why.”

President McKinley Issues Proclam a­ 
tion For Intended Settlers. 
W ashington. July 8.—The proclam a­ 
tion of Piesident McKinley opening 
to settlem ent the lands ceded by In­ 
dians iii th** etrritory of Oklahoma 
was given to the public. 
The procla­ 
mation covers the cessions made by 
the Wichita ami affiliated bands of In­ 
dians In accordance with the act cf 
March 2, 1895, and those made by tho 
Comanche. Kiowa and A pa (die tribes 
in pursuance 
of 
the act of June 0, 
I IH»0. 
The proclamation 
provides for the 
opening of the lands in those reserva­ 
tions which ar** not 
reserved at 
9 
o'clock a. rn., on lite bib of August 
next, the h'dns to be open to settle­ 
m ent nod I- homestead settlem ent and 
town site Ihavs of the United States. 
T he pro* lamation says that, begin­ 
ning on the loth instant and ending 
on the 2*;rh. those who wish to make 
entry of land under the homestead 
law shall he registered. 
Th** registra­ 
tion at each office will be for both 
land and districts. 
To obtain registration each appli­ 
can t will be required to show h i m s e l f 
duly qualified to m ake hom estead en 
try of tiles*- lands under existing laws 
and to give the registering 
officer 
such appropriate m atters of descrip­ 
tion and identity as will protect the 
applicant and the governm ent against 
any attem pted impersonations.

Our San a Small Oar. 
The sun is about 92,<hmi.OOO miles off. 
The only way of measuring the dis­ 
tance of a fixed star is by parallax, arid 
scarcely more than half a dozen eau lie 
estim ated that way. 
Suppose the sun 
Is here. in space, on Jan. I. On July I 
he Will be 1S4,OOU,OPO miles over there. 
This is the base of measurement. 
The 
observer who wants to estim ate the 
distance of, say, the >tar A Centauri 
notes its position with regard to the 
next star. 
In six months he notes 
again, arid if th e y are separated by a 
different distance a so called parallax 
Is established, and some calculation 
can lie made of the distance of the 
nearest one. 
In the m ost favorable 
cases this parallax is extremely slight. 
W hat is tile sun made of? The lines 
of the spectrum give an idea of his 
chemical properties, but beyond that 
all is hypothesis. 
His substance, as a 
whole, is of much lighter material than 
the earth, b ut yet there may be a hard 
and heavy fiery pudding inside, for 
there Is a light aud thick outer coating, 
named tile photosphere. 
Outside this, 
refining aw ay to on unknown distance, 
is tile chromosphere, of hot air, so to 
speak. The spots ure rifts through Hie 
photosphere, coining and going, and 
some are so large that our whole earth 
could be shot rigid through, with a 
thousand miles to spare all around. 
W hen a total eclipse covers t lie sun, 
flames to the height 'if thousands of 
miles are seen out of the photosphere. 
*] ho sun is a hundred times larger than 
the earth, an easy tiling to say, and yet 
our sun is believed to lie a rather small 
one. 
For instance. Sirius Is at least 
nine tim es es big.—Imperial.

refuge*. 
As sc enes of destruction came 
under our eyes from time to tim e and 
we heard the stories of want and suf 
fering from m others who brought their 
children to us. so one* and another wa^ 
added, until th*' ten becam e a 
s c o p - 
which grew to fifty, and then a hum! 


re d , until now two hundred and twenty 
of them look into our faces In the* nior 
ning for all they have in th** day. 
To fill th ese m ouths with something 
to eat, to furnish the* simple coverings 
by day and by night, to provide* them 
with shelter, to doctor the* sick and 
m inister to the suffering, to extem por­ 
ize anywhe re in the compound a court 
of inquiry and settlem ent many time** 
a day. 
To te a* h the children to p*ad 
and write and other things which t h e y 
must know. 
To look after the baking 
and other forms of work th at must go 
on. 
To provide and prepare teachers 
for all these things is not a littl* mat 
ter. And then, m ore im portant 
than 
all beside, not every week but every 
day, to Instruc t the rn in til*- word of 
God, to lead them to Christ, short af 
which, all work, howeve r carefully and 
well pe rformed, is lost effort. And then 
to direct th e efforts of those who have 
been trained for Bible workers in la­ 
bors among their own people; for noth 
ing to us is m ore evident than that 
India m ust receive the* Gospe l at the 
hands of her own trained sons arid 
daughters. 
W e were beginning to 
realize 
no 
little assistance in this work in the co­ 


operation and help w hich our own dear 
children were able to give us; and now 
th at the laird has seen fit to call them 
to other service 
with 
Himself, 
he 
doubtless intends in some m easu re at 
least, that th* it* places shall be* filled 
by India's own children, whom we may 
be able to train. 
At th** sam e tim e we 
j are in need of the help of tw o or th ree 
, more* w orkers from borne, and shall be 
glad to correspond with any co n secrat­ 
ed young man or woman who may feel 
called of God to such a work of faith. 
Our only appeal for m eans to carry- 
on this work, c onsists of a series of 
leaflets issued annually, In which inci­ 
dents and accounts of w hat is being 
done are given.
